11:23-—Chairman Raines rapped the con- 
rention toorder. D. Cady Herrick presented 
the reportof the committee on credentials 
and it was unanimoyshy adopted. Judge 
Campbell presented the reportof the com- 
mitteeon permanent organization, which con- 
tthues in office the temporary  oilicers. 
Adopted. 

The convention took a recess for an hour. 
The report of committee on credentials. which 
was adopted, divides‘the seventy-two seats of 
New York city evenly between the county 
democracy and Tammany. Irving hall was 
left out. 

The convention was — called to order at 
1:15. Governor Dorsheimer presented the re- 

ort of the committee on resolutions. Before 
he platform was read, the [following resolu- 
tions were adopted:

MARCHING IN THE RAIN 


Just as They Did Twenty Odd 
Years Ago. 


THE GRAND ARMY PARADE IN ST. LOUIS 


A Dreary, Damp Day—Tramping Through 
the Mud With Hoisted Umbrellas— 
Report of the Order. 


. 

St. Louis, Mo., September 28.—Rain con- 
tinued to drop down steadily and with in- 
creased showers. Everything is drenched, and 
the ardor of citizensiqnda soldiers is dampened. 
Thousands of veterans, after awaiting twenty- 
four hours in the rain to realize the promises 
of the signal service office—fair weather—have 
started for home, yet there are many thou- 
sands left, and Grand Marshal. Frier issued 
orders to prepare for the parade. 

The column was formed in ten divisions, 
shortly before 11 o'clock. A ‘Body of 
headed the procession, followed next by Grand 
Marshal Grier and his aids, thecommander-in- 
mounted. Next came the war governors: 
invited guests in close carriages. The ‘men in 
procession were almost all equipped with um- 
brellas or rubber coats, or both, aud had their 
trousers rolled up. 

As the guests in carriages were obliged to 
keep the windows closed, but little was seen 
of them. The department of Missouri was 
given the right of the line, and they mustered 
several thousand strong. General Sherman 
and the reviewing officers stood in the rain, 
which came harder a8 the procession passed 
the reviewing stand. It took the Missouri 
division 25 minutes to pass. The colored posts 
were cheered. Tattered battle flags called 
forth enthusiastic cheers. At, -half-past one 
the Sons of Veterans brqught up the rear and 
the ranks were broken. 

The encampment opened in due form in the 
entertainment hall of the exposition building 
at 3:30 p. im. The commander-in-chief, Gen- 
eral Fairchild, presided. In his annual ad- 
dress he gives the total number of members 
borne on the rolls of the order at the lasts 
tional encampment as 326,499. The ma 
reported on June 30, 1887, was 372,674; actual 
gain in five quarters, 46,157. The. increase of 
members in ninety days, ending June. 30, 
1887, in good standing was 15,616. In 
the year 1880 there were 60,634 members. 
the last five quarters there have 
been mustered into the grand army 72,355. 
There were reported June 30, 1887,in good 
standing, 336,562; suspended, 25,220; by delin- 
quent reports, 10,892; total at last returns, borne 
upon the rolls, 372,674. The amount reported 
expended in charity March, 1886,te March, 
1887, inclusive, is $253,934. This money was 
disbursed to 17,607 comrades and their families 
and 8,999 others were assisted, giving 26,006 
individuals who had received benefits during 
the year.

THE BLOOD STAINS 
On French Ground, Near the 
| Line of Germany. 


WERE THE HUNTERS ON GERMAN SOIL 


Examining Into Last Saturday's Shooting— 
Ireland—Other Foreign News. 


— 


Bertr, September 23.—The public prose- 
cufor, at Colmar, has made inquiry into the 
circumstances connected with the shooting 
affair on the Franco-German frontier, on 
Saturday last, and reports that Kaufman, the 
soldier who was'detailed to assist the forest 
guard in preventing poaching, and who did 
the shooting, saw twelve persons in thé pine 
forests on German territory, walking im the 
direction of the French frontier. Kaufman 
called three times for the party to halt, but no 
attention was paid to his summons, and he 
fired. Then, seeing guns leveled at him from 
behind some trees on the French side of the 
boundary, he retreated from his position. 
One of the ‘forest guard, named 
Lenhof, was a witness to the 
whole affair an’ corroborates Kaufman’s 
statement. Tw  ..irge blood spots were found 
on the French side,five yards from the fron- 
tier, which are taken as evidence that the 
game-beater for the French party, who died 
from his wounds, dragged himself to the spot 
after being wounded and lay there for some 
time. No blood marks or foot-prints were seen 
on the German side of the frontier, there 
being ahigh growth of heather thereabouts, 
and owing to the dense undergrowth of trees, it 
would have been impossible for Kaufman, 
from the spot where he fired, to have seen the 
place where the blood marks were, or to have 
shot anyone there. It is ‘herefore assumed by 
the public prosecutor, that the shots were 
fired and took effect on German territory. 

The North German Gazette deplores the in- 
cident, and says we must await the result of 
judicial inquiry before taking any action in 
the matter. 

Berwin, September 28.—It is stated that the 
Frenchmen shot on Saturday, on the frontier, 
were shot on German soil, this being proved 
by blood stains on the ground, Two soldiers 
who accompanied Kaufman aver that they 
saw the Frenchmen trespassing on German 
territory and shouted to warn them. The 
Frenchmen paid no heed to their cries, and at- 
tacked the Kaufman party. The Germans 
then fired, all concerned being at the time on 
German soil. 


WHO MURDERED WHELEHAN?

IT MEANS NOTHING. 

“T am now and forever opposed to the sale of 
the road. 

“Itisan éxperiment to sell the road and I 
am opposed to experimenting with the state’s 

roperty. We have tried the lease and know 

10w it will work. An experimental financier 

is generally a failure. I am of the opinion that 
the sale would be a failure anda loss of the 
property tothe state. If the read is sold now, 
even for cash, the entire state debt could not 
be paid until 1915. 

The argument is used that if you owe 
money and have property with which to pay it, 

ou should sell the property and pay the debt. 

ut this is different from a creditor who is de- 
manding his money and wants his debt paid. 
Here the creditor has made his investment 
and docs not want his money; he only wants 
the interest till the debt falls due. The entire 
debt here is not due and will not be till 1915. 

* Again, if the road 1s sold for cash, where is 
the money to be placed till the debt of 1915 
fails due? The result would be, if it was sold 
for cash, the money would be frittered away, 
and by the time the debt fell due there would 
be the debt to pay,with no money or road with 
which to pay it. Putthe money at interest 
and you run the risk of losing it. Who 
is to borrow § it? If you sell 
it, the last ayment to be made 
in 1915, you virtually lend the purchaser the 
State’s property with which to pay its debt. 

“The road is security for the state debt or any 
future debt. . 

AS TO EETTERMENTS. 

‘Would it be wise to sell the road until the 
question of betterments is settled? Would the 
road bring anything like its value, with this 
ee hanging overit? The lessees have

Carolina, arose amidst rousing cheers and 
spoke at some length. He said: ‘‘In rising 
to second the resolution I feel so strongly on 
the subject of lreland’s wrong, I am such a 
Aevotee of liberty, not only in Ireland, but 
throughout the civilized world, I fear I 
pannot do justice to the subject nor to myself. 
We meet to do honor to human nature, and to 
@xpress our strongest indignation of tyranny. 
It is not necessary to make an elaborate speech 
to an American andience in favor of liberty, 
and to express indignation at oppression. I 
will only express a few words germain to the 


occasion. IL see the day dawning for poor, 
suffering lreland. It is as clear -to the 
mind's eye that Ireland will have 
home rule as I saw the - noonday 


sun. The causes at work are obliged to end in 
that result. For the first time in Ireland’s 
history, she is united, through God, as one 
man, simply because she has hope of success, 
As Napoleon said at St. Helena, ‘No nation 
can be conquered that has determined to be 
free.’ These Irish people have become united 
on account of ‘the facilities of inter- 
pourse. This intercourse has abolished 
personal. rivalries. Her people have 
been socialized, aye, naturalized. Ireland has 
splendid leaders. No people were ever blessed 
with abler men to pilot her in the hour of need 
in time to bring the ship of state safely home. 
Parnell, the cool, able, patriotic, wise leader, 
¢harged everything with ry Le and he 
has thesame contidence of the Irish people 
that George Washington had of Americans. 
O’Brien and Davitt, those two splen- 
did lieutenants, co-operate with him, 
and the trio are bound to achieve the re- 
demption of their long-suffering country. The 
Jeaders seem to be actuated with the physical 
courave of Brian Boru and Robert Emmet.’’ 

He then spoke of the great numbee of Irish- 
men and those of Irish descent, who reside in 
the United States, being far more than Eng- 
lishmen, and said the same was true in all 
English-speaking colonies. Not only have 
they been-exiled from home, but have been 
driven to every land in the civilized world, be- 
cause there was no possibility of them suc- 
ceeding in their own country. He spoke of 
about three-fourths of South.Carolina’s for- 
eign born population being Lrislimen, and said 
a maiority of the same east of the Mississippi 
river were Irish. He ‘then compared 
the population of Ireland in 1800 
jn 1840 and 1880, showing that the population 
now is over three million less than fifty years 

o. “Those people were driven from home 
because they had no home in their native land. 

“hey have made some of the best statesmen 
and citizens in the United States, and are in- 
fluential from Canada to the gulf. No moral 
jaw can be violated with impunity, and 
when any man or set of men, their nation or 
community, trample upon others, they will be, 
sooner or later, punished. For nearly seven 
hundred years, England has trampled Ireland 
under foot. There is a singular paradox about 
the Englishman. No man can fight so des- 
perately to obtain his own liberty, and, strange 
to say, no man can fight so desperately to de- 
prive another man of his liberty.”’ 

He coneluded by sayiug: “‘The tory gov- 
ernment lately condemned the gallant 
O’Brien to imprisonment for daring 
to advise his countrymen to assert their rights 
That tory government is getting des- 
Their only programme is that of exas- 
ration.

The whole proceeding was so high-handed, 

‘g0 Russiantike in spirit and methods, 

that the community boiled over with 
just indignation. The matter was duly in- 
vestigated, and some very remarkable facts 
have come to light. When the case was 
called against the wineroom man, it was 
dismissed at the instance of the prosecu- 
tion, no objections being offered -by the 
officers. The fact was developed that the 
detectives were acting under authority 
when they made the arrest and searched 
their prisoner. It appears that Mr. W. 
Woods White suspected several young men 
of buying whisky at the wineroom in 
question. He gave their names to the offi- 
cers, and the result of their work has al- 
ready been stated. 

The whole affair was an outrage, and it 
ls impossible to make it anything else. At 
the request of a private citizen, not con- 
nected in any way with the administration 
of justice, two young gentlemen, charged 
With no offense, and suspected of none, 
were subjected toa gross personal indig- 
nity, and for the time being deprived of 
their liberty. If the pretext was that their 
testimony was needed against the wine- 
room man, the voluntary dismissal of the 
case by the prosecution shows that a grave 
mistake was made, 

Let us have no more of this outrage busi- 
ness. The temper of our people will not 
stand it. ‘This case ought to be the last one 
of its kind in Atlanta,

Millionaire Convicts Not Wanted. 

The warden of the Sing Sing prison com 
plains that his institution is being over- 
stocked with millionaire convicts. 

Rich men, as a rule, make bad convicts, 
the warden says. They ask for special 
favors, kick at the fare, neglect their work, 
and lose time on account of their numerous 
visitors. : 

If so many of our wealthy men continue 
to find their way behind the bars, the profit- 
able utilization of their labor will soon be- 
eome a serious problem. The fact is, our 

~ prison system was primarily designed for 
poormen. No provision was made for the 
millionaire element, and convicts of the 
Jacob Sharp class are just like so many 
elephants on the hands of the prison au- 
- thorities. 

The experiment of establishing separate 
prisons for rich criminals has not been sug- 
gested, but we may have to cometoit. In 
the meantime, one cannot help wondering 
whether our rich men are growing worse, 
or whetler our criminal laws are better ad- 
ministered than formerly. Justice is cer- 
tainly catching-bigger fish in her net than 
she has been accustomed to handle. There 
is no doubt about that.

The Next House, 

The democrats have so small a. majority 
in the house of representatives of the fiftieth 
congress that they cannot hope to control 
the house without harmony among them- 
selves. As the rol] now stands, there are 
166 democrats, 151 republicans, 4 independ- 
ents, and 4 vacancies. 


The democrats hops 
to elect three out of the four members to be 


@hosen to fill vacancies, but itis probable | 


that some of the independents will act with 
the republicans. 

It is, therefore, not safe to count on more 
than fifteen democratic majority in the 
house. This is a narrow margin by which 
to hold a body of 325 members. It is prob- 
able that, by reason of absenteeism or provi- 
dential causes, the democrats may frequently 
find themselves in a minority on ordinary 
oceasions. When important issnes are at 
stake, they will-be able to protect their ma 
jority by the “‘pair system.”’ | 

While the democrats have a majority of 
members, the republicans have a majority 
of state delegations. They elected more 
congressmen than the democrats in nineteen 
states—the democrats have a majority in 
seventeen state delegations; New Hamp- 
shire is a tie, and Rhode Island is unde- 

cided. 

If there were a strong third party in the 
country, this would be a bad state of things 
for the democrats. In the event that no 
candidates for president and vice-president 
should have a majority of all the electoral 
votes, the election would be thrown into the 
house of representatives. There each state 
has one vote, which is decided by a majority 
of its congressmen. ‘There are no fractional 
votes. Should the electora! college fail to 
make a choice next year, the republicans 
would have at least 19 votes in the house, 
and the democrats only 17. If the democrats 
elect their man in the second Rhode Island 
district, at the special election next Novem- 
ber, that state delegation would be a tie, 
like the New Hampshire delegation. If the 
republicans carry the Rhode Island election 
they will control delegations from twenty 
plates. 

4 But these speculations are of little practi- 
> al importance. There is no probability 
| ‘that any third party will be strong enough 
_ to eapture a single electoral vote next year. 
_ Every state will choose either democratic or 
oe tan electors, and the house of repre- 
= es will be relieved of the responsi- 
| bility of making a president, 

‘The last time it exercised this constitu- 
tional prerogative was in 18¥4, whes Andrew 
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many more votes thah any other candidate, 
but failed of a majority in the electoral col- 
lege. The house elected Adams. The great- 
est political scandal of the day was the re- 
sult, and four yearsafterwards Jackson gave 
Adams such a defeat as few presidential 


candidates ever suffered.

Where Cholera is to be Dreaded. 

Since the arrival of the cholera ship at 
New York, eminent physicians in various 
parts of the country have been jnterviewed 
concerning the outlook. 

The opinions of these experts, when 
taken in the aggregate, are encouraging, 
and yet depressing. The New York doc- 
tors say that there is not the slightest dan- 
ger of the spread of the disease in their 
city, but they cannot conceal their appre- 
hensions of an outbreak in Chicago next 
spring. Qn the. other hand, the Chicago 
medical men congratulate their constituents 
upon the probable escape of the great west- 
ern metropolis from the ravages of the pest, 
but they speak gloomily of the fate in 
store for the eastern cities. The same gen- 
erous alarm is feltin the north on account 
of the south, and a reciprocal anxiety is felt 
by southern communities for their northern 
neighbors. 

It is inspiring to have all our fears en- 
listed in behalf of others. It is unselfish, 
and it is half the battle in the fight against 
disease to feel no alarm for ourselves, Un- 
doubtedly, however, this sense of security 
tends to make us negligent. While we are 
mourning over the possible calamities of our 
friends a thousand miles away, we should 
see toit that King Pest does not establish 
himself in our back yard. Eternal vigilance 
fs a good thing when the Asiatic cholera is 
skirmishing around. —

The Tennessee Election. 

Today Tennessee. will vote on the consti- 
tutional amendment to prohibit the manu- 
facture and sale of intoxicating liquors. 

It seems to be a foregone conclusion that 
the amendment will be defeated; the only 
question is as tothe majority. The prohi- 
bitionists would - have to cast a majority of 
all the votes in the state in order to carry 
the amendment; so that the voter who 
does not go to the polls in Tennessee today 
is virtually casting his ballot against the 
amendment. 

A large number of counties in Tennessee 
already have prohibition under what is 
called the ‘‘four mile’? law, which forbids 
the sale of liquors within four miles of any 
school house. 

A great many men who favor this species 
of local option will vote against a proposi- 
tion to embody prohibition in the organic 
law of the state, thus forcing it upon com- 
munities which do not want it, and which 
might not enforce a law that was unsup- 
ported by popular sentiment. It is said that 
thousands of local option prohibitionists 
voted against the prohibition amendment in 
Texas. 

It is to the credit of both sides in Tenn- 
essee that they have conducted a much more 
decent campaign than that which recently 
excited Texas. Tenuessee has considered 
the great question with comparative calm, 
and has set a good example in manners for 
all communities, large or small, which may 
hereafter indulge in prohibition elections.

It will be noticed that the bill proposes to be a 

eneral law, (although it is conceded that it origin- 


ated in and applies to ‘he loss of the records of Ful- 
ton county.) In Fulton couvaty, alone of all the 
eounties in the state, are abstracts of the records in 
existence. Ifthese abstracts are correct, of which 
there is not and cannot be any proot, the proposed 
law might operate without great danger to titles; 
but it may safely be asserted that the taxpayers ofthe 
county would fare badly before they secured the de- 
sired result by the expensive method of an auditor’s 
hearing and report. 

According to most conservative estimates this pro- 
ceeding would cost Fulton county several thousand 
dollars to establish copies of the records she has lost. 

But notice some of the possible and indeed proba- 
ble results of this bill if i becomes a law. 
Su a county court house is destroyed by fire, 
and with it the whole of the public records. Before 
the smoke shall have cleared away it becomes ‘‘the 
duty of the ordinary tO proceed” in the superior 
court by petition,twhich shall have precedence of all 
other business, to establish copies of all sach public 
records,. It is not discretionary. It must be done. 
Hew many marriage licenses might be erroneously 
established and shame cast upon the good name of 
innocent citizens by designing and mischevious per- 
sons? How many homesteads may be fraudulently 
established? How many titles may be absolutely 
destroyed? In short, the flood gates of fraud would 
be thrown wide open, and the inevitable result is 

. Parties at interest would in many cases 
be dead or beyond the state, or unnotified of the 
proceeding, and yet the proceeding must go on nolens 
volens, a report made,a judgment—the solemn judg- 
ment of the superior court entered, and the rights 
(or wrongs) ofall parties become fixed. This is but 
One of the many glaring and pernicious evils of this 
proposed bill which I have hurridly sketched,in the 
hope that the attention of the senate may be cruwn 
to this matter.

THE BOSSRS AT SMITH’S CAMP, 

Witness said Johnson, whose initials were 
M. G., was boss atthe camp. Johnson had 
been there for some years.

Bill Sturges went 
directly from jail tocamp, controlled by -Cap- 
tain Leech. id not know personally what 
happened to Sturges when he came to the 
camp. Did not know whether Sturges was 
examined by principal physician or not; the 
doctor at Leech camp was named Johnson. 

Captain Grant exercised no control over wit- 
ness’ fagm, except thatasa majority of the 
stock of the company controlled, and as Grant 
held the majority he could have prevented the 
convicts from working on my farm. . He did 
not exerciseit, however. Witness had attend- 
ed several meetings of the company; several 
he had not been to; the majority had never in- 
terfered with him; it could, but in point of 
fact, itdidn’t. I individually controlled them, 
notifying the president of the cémpany from 
time to time what was going on and what was 
being done. 

Witness Testifies as to Other Matters. 

Witness was not present when English was 
made president of the company. The doctor 
at camp always examined convicts before they 
were put-te work by orders of principal physi- 
cian. Before that I required it, and I don’t 
think one ever went to work without exami- 
nation. 

Atthe request of his own counsel, witness 
more fully explained what he meant by saying 
the company could prevent him from working 
| the convicts on his farm. His idea was that 
he, only holding one-fourth of the stock, and a 
majority controlling, was liable at any time to 
be outvoted by those holding the majority. 

The sale at which he bought the Alexander 
interest was a public sale ordered by the Ful- 
| ton court of ordinary. The average number of 
convicts in No. 3 during past two years was 
about 600. Witness did not think whole num- 
ber could be kept at one place, and be worked 
to advantage and cared for properly. 

HOW SMITH OBTAINED CONVICTS. 

In answer to Judge Hopkins, witness said 
he got convicts by reason of the fact that he 
owned stock inthe company. The convict 
came to the compapy, and was always subject 
to the control of 4 majority of the company. 
He did not hold free from the company, and 
had never so regarded it. Witness said he had 
always been treated asa partof No, 3, not as 
an individual holding free from that company. 

Witness said when he purchased his interest 
he gave the bond the by-laws required. Did 
' not remember whether he gave one or two 
bonds. Thought he gave a bond to Simpson, 
and when he bought Alexander’s interest an- 
other bond was given, the Simpson bond being 
executed the second time because of technicali- 
ties. A bond was also given to the state for 
the proper performance for lease contract. 
Never entered into any contract by which con- 
trol of convicts was taken from No.3 and 
lodged solely in power of witness. 

Witness said W. D. Grant, or English, had 
never been to his camp in Oglethorpe as well 
as he could recollect. Murphy had never been 
| there. 

These answers were extracted by cross-ex- 
amination conducted by state’s counsel. 

HOW SMITH WAS CONSIDERED BY OFFICIALS? 

Witneas said that the penitentiary officials 
had never regarded himas any. other thana 
part of company No. 3. 

Assistant Keeper Shubrick took the stand § 
and identified signature of James M. Smith to ' 
a document which Mr. Barrow declared he 
would offer in evidence. The letter was from 
Smith to the penitentiary officials, in which 
he declared he was ever ready to carry out the 
rules and requirements of the department. 

Mr. Shubrick explained a report of his in re- 

ard to the absence of vegetables at Smith’s 
arm. Alsoa‘®%eport in regard to Bingham 
camp. The commissary books were always 
examined upon this point,as they evidenced 
the presence or absence of yegetables and 
fresh meats. 

Mr. Hoke Smith said that they desired to 
ainend their charges as to a want of vegetables 
at Bingham camp, making it July instead of 
June, Mr. Shubriek stating itively that 
there was no complaint of any Kind im regard 
to matters p rere. the month of June. He 
distinctly recollected this. 

Preparing for the Argument.

| pleted his eestimony, and the court asked 
counsel how many mere witnesses there were 
to be examined. It was stated that the morn- 
ing session today would.compiete the taking of 
testimony. 

The counsel for defense intimated that there 
would be at least five speakers on their side, 
and the counsel for the state, two in mumber, 
insisted upon having three es, to be ar- 
ranged between Messrs. Hillyer and Smith, 
asthey may decide. Nothing definite was 
settled in regard to the argument exeept that 
there will be at least eight speeches. At the 
conclasion of the testimony today the counsel 
will settle the matter with the court. 

The court also stated that the state printer 
had declared that it would be impossible to 
give the printed testimony to counsel within 
two weeks; argument therefore would have to 
be concluded without it. The stenographers

THE ATLANTA ConsTITUTION, of Saturday, 
published a history of the case, reproduced by 
the Morning News, and probably other papers, 
which places Mr. Robson in the light of a 
martyr and the people of Washington county 
in the attitude of relentless persecutors. This 
is @ gross injustice to our people, for if ever a 
man has been befriended by a people, been 
supported through good and ill report, been 
the recipient of honors and lucrative offices, 
that man has been Jesse A. Robson, that peo- 
ple the citizens of Washington county. 

The substance of the article alluded to, is 
that Mr. Robson had been tax coilector for the 
past sixteen years; that by a robbery of his 
safe, which was hidden in profound secrecy 
from February to May, he had lost $2,500 or 
$3,000; that he turned over to his bondsmen 
2,000 acres of land, $800 in notes and a horse 
and buggy; that the robber sent him $200 last 
Thursday, and he was in Atlanta to employ a 
detective who might, from the express envelope, 
umravel the whereabouts of the mysterious 
burglar. 

Now, Mr. Robson has not been tax collector 
continuously since 1871; to the lands and horse 
and buggy alluded to, he gave notice that the 
property belonged to his wife and children 
when they were put upon the block, and by the 
delay in waking known the alleged robbery of 
his safe, its disclosure met cold incredulity in 
the minds of thé masses. 

All the allusions to his bravery asa saldier 
are true, we 9° ot suppose a man in the coun- 
ty antsy e brilliancy of his career and his 
hold upon the people is due largely to this 
fact, and the powerful magnetism of his per- 
sonal address. Wedonot believe that there 
is a man in the town or county who under Mr. 
Robson’s surrounding cireumstances would 
have beeg ted with the leniency which has 
been extended to him, or could lay his hand 
upon 60 many men who, while incredulous as 
to his record as an officer, are ready to person- 
ally befriend him.

Others contended that 
it was but a reaction following the break of Septem- 
ber 16, and that, while corn had but returned to the 
figures of that date, wheat was from 2@3c higher 
than at the middle of the month. Atany rate the 
combination of causes were on the bull side this 
morring, and corn went up before noon from 4%@Ic, 
and May touched 46c, The @causes seemed to be 
these: A good demand by exporters, reports cutting 
the estimates of crop for the year down to 1,810,900,000 
bushels; declining local receipts, which were today 
for the first time in three weeks less than 400 cars; 
The demand for cash corn, which caused September 
to sell at one moment 4c above October halfan hour 
before 1 o’clock, brought a weaker feeling, probably 
on account of a desire to realize. The closing fig- 
ures at 2:30 were from 4@*¢c under the highest of 
the day. 

Oats had no particular strength of their own, but 
they sold higher on the strength shown by corn. 
Near futures were in good demand with but small 
offerings, and prices ruled firm and higher. By l 
o’clock Septem ber was saleable at 44c advance, with- 
out offerings. At the late afternoon session, how- 
ever, there was a decline of about \e all around. 

Provisions were stronger and more active. Re- 
ceipts of hogs wére fair, but not up to the expecta- 
tions of many operators. Prices were well main- 
tained; and had a decided effect upon the holders of 
products, making them slow about selling. There

Kwoxvite, Tenn., September 29.—The 
yote on the probibition amendment to the 
constitution was much lighter than was ex- 

im Knoxville, but resulted in a victory 
for prohibition. The vote for the amendment 
was 3,312; against 1,120, a majority of 1,19 for 
prohibition. The negro vote was almost solid 
against the amendment, and represents at 
least three-fourths of the opposition in Anox- | 

‘ville. Most of the white citizens who opposed 
the amendment did not go to the polls. Hun-

CHATTANOOGA, September 29.—Dispat hes 
from all sections of the state indicate that the | 
prohibition election passed off quietly, and that 
the largest vote eyer cast was polled. No defi- 
alte figures can yet be given on the result, but 
the returns so far indicate the defeat of the 
amendment in the state.
